É| It is admirably located on Thorne Arm 


near the water's edge, v.here the ocean 
On the first fifty- 
foot level tunnel No.1 is in 130 feet, 
while No.2 south has been run 107 feet. 
These tunnels, 5x7 feet. has been run 
on parallel veins, and crosscuts are bos- 


jing made so as to work a practically 


twenty-seyen-foot vein that carries an 
average value of from $30 to %50 in 
gold. As work progresses the ore in- 
creases in richness. From the south 
tunnel I secured a very pretty piece of 
quartz about the size of a hand, with 
bright gold sticking out on all sides 
Mr. Becker, the mining engineer and 
superintendent, was atthe mine, ex- 
pressed himself as more confident than 


ever that the Sea Level would prove | 


one of the richest mines in Alaska. 
Other mining experts whom [ met at 
Ketchikan, and who had been on the 
property hold out to a similiar opinion, 
and believe it will be the first big divi- 
den payer. The large and substantial 
shaft, 7x9 feet, is being pushed so as to 
get a second level at a depth of 110 
feet. 

Mr. Becker has completed his survey 
for a pipe line of about a mile, and they 
are now amaiting the arrival of the 
twenty-inch pipe, so as {to get power 
for air compressor drills and a twenty 
stamp mill. The site is being cleared 
for the mill, and piles being ent for the 
wharf. Besides the building for en- 
vine house, blacksmith shor, mess 
house and assay office, they are just 
completing another building 20x30 feet 
with an extention of 10x20 , to be used 
as an office, storehouse and sleeping 
apartments. Another small bunkhouse 

2x14 has just been completed. For 
several months past eighteen men have 
been employed at the mine.

Copper on Prince of Wales 

A townsite on Prince of Wales has 


been located on Cholmondeley sound by |

Among the incor eal 
are George W. Dickinson, C. S. Me 
Neil, George C. Lemuke and George 
C. King of Seattle. A large sawmill is 
being put up and stores established. 
J. O. Roundtree, representing a Port- 
lund comyany, has a large number of 
men at work on the sound developing 
a copper and gold prospect. Little to 
the north on Kassaun bay, the Copper 
Queen Company also proposes to estah- 
lish a town. They are working copper 
properties in that vicinity. A sawmill 
and store will soon be in working order. 
On the west side of Prince of Wales 
island the Copper Mountain Company 
is developing a property. On Long 
Island a gang of men under supervision 
of Mr. Vandercook, of Oakland Califor- 
nia, has started in to develop a pros- 
pect that has a vein about 50 feet wide 
and carries gold and copper.

A Mr. Bell reports having struck a 
high grade gold ledge on Gravina 
island. 

The Seal Bay Company has secured 
additional supplies and again started 
work on its copper property. 

About a mile north of Ketchikan the 
Alaska Bonanza Mining company, man- 
aged by A. P. Swineford, is working a 
copper property. 

On Cleveland peninsula, at Helm bay 
considerable work has been done at 
various gold properties managed by 
Johnson & Dyer, Col. Shoenbar and J. 
T. Bradley. 

Two mining experts, one just from 
New York, are now traversing the en- 
tire district examining many -proper- 
ties. It is said they represent Marcus 
Daly, of Montana. 

Hon. A. P. Swineford, local reeorder 
at Ketchikan, sent four men to Kassan 
bay to develop an extension of the Cop- 
per Queen.

P2eakTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, 
GENERAL LAND OFFICE, 


MINERAL LANDS OPEN TO EXPLORA- 
TION, OCCUPATION, AND PURCHASE, 
[Mining Laws Continued. } 

SEC. 3. Any person or persons who 
shall violate the provisions of this act, 
or any rules or regulations in persuance 
thereof made by the Secretary of the 
Interior, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and, upon conviction, 
shall be fined in any sum not exceed- 
ing five hundred dollars, and to which 
may be added imprisonment for any 
term not exceeding six months. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the Unit- 
ed States in Congress assembled. That, 
within the State of Alabama, all public 
lands, whether mineral or otherwise, 
shall be subject to disposal only as ag- 
ricultural lands: Provided however, 
That all lands which have heretofore 
been reported to the General Land Of- 
tice as containing coal and iron, shall 
be first offered for public sale: And 
Provided further. That any bona fide 
entry under the provisions of the home- 
stead law of lands within said State 
made heretofore may be patented 
without reference to an act approved 
May the tenth, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-two, entitled, on act to promote 
the development of mining resources 
of the United ‘States, in cases where 
the persons making applications. for 
such patents have in al) other respects 
complied with the homestead law re- 
luting thereto, 


AN ACT PROVIDING A CIVIL GOVERN- 
MENT FOR ALASKA. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives in Congress 
assembled, * * * 

Sec. 8. That the said District of Al- 
aska is hereby made a land District, 
and a United States !and office for said 
district is hereby located at Sitka. The 
Commissioner provided for by this ac: 
toreside at Sitka, shall be ex officio 
register of such land office. nad the 
clerk provided for by this act shalt be 
ex Officio receiver of piblic moneys, 
and the marshall provided for by tuis 
act shall be ex officio surveyor-rcneral 
of said district and the ‘aws of the 
United States relating to mining claims 
and the rights incident thereto, shall, 
from and after the passage of this act, 
be in full force and effect in said dis- 
trict, under the administration thereof 
herein provided for, subject to such re- 
vulations as may be made by the Sec- 
retary of the Interior,’ approved by the 
President: Provided, That the Indians 
or other persons in said district shall 
not be disturbed in the possession of 
any lands actually in use or occupation 
ro now claimed by them, but the terms 
under which such persons may acquire 
title to such lands is reserved for legis- 
lation by Congress: And provided fur- 
ther, That parties who have located 
mines or mineral privileges therein un- 
der the laws of the United States ap- 
»licable to the public domain, or who 
have occupied and improved or exer- 
cised acte of ownership over such claim 
shall not be disturbed therein, but shall 
be allowed to perfect their title to such 
claims by payment as aforesaid: And 
provided also, That the land not ex- 
ceeding six hundred and forty acres ai 


any station now occupied as missionary 
stations among the Indian tribes in 
said section, with the improvements 
thereon erected by or for such societies 
shall be continued in the occupancy of 
the several religious societies to which 
such missionary stations respectively 
belong until by action of Congress. 
But nothing contained In this act shall 
be construed to put in force in said 
district the general land laws of the 
United States. 


* * * * * 


Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives in Congress 
assembled, * * * 

No person who shall after the pas- 
sage of this act, enter upon the public 
lands with a view to occupation, entry 
or settlement under any of the land 

| laws shall be permitted to acquire title 
| to more than three hundred and twenty 
| acres in the aggregate, under all of 
said laws, but this limitation shall not 
operate to curtail the right of any per- 
son who hus heretofore made entry or 
settlement on the public lands, or 


= + whose occupation, entry or settlement 


is validated by this act: Provided, 
That in all patents for lands hereinaf- 
ter taken up under any of the land laws 
of the United States, or on entries or 
claims validated by this act west of the 
one hundredth meridan, it shall be ex- 
pressed that there is reserved from the 
lands in said patent described a right 
of way for ditches or canals construct- 
ed by the authorities of the United 
States. * * * 

Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives in Congress 
assembled, * * * * 

SEc. 16. That town-site entries may 
be made by in corporated towns and 
cities on the mineral lands of the Unit- 
ed States, but no title shall be entitled 
shall be acquired by euch towns or cit- 
ies to any vein of gold, silver, cinnabar, 

| copper or lead, or to any miring claim 
or possession held under existing law. 
When mineral claims are held within 
the limits of an incorporated town or 
city, and such possession is recognized 
by local authority or by the laws of the 
United States, the title to town lots 
shall be subject to such recognized pos- 
session and the necessary use thereof 
and when entry has been made or pat- 
ent issued for such town site or such 
incorporated town or {city, the posses- 
for of such mineral vein may enter and 
receive patent for such mineral vein. 
and the surface appertaining thereto: 
Provided, That no entry shall be made 
by such mineral-vein claimant for sur- 
face ground where the owner or occu- 
pier of the s urf ace ground shall have 
had possession of the same before the 
inception of the title of the mineral 
vein applicant. 

Sec. 17. That reservoir sites located 
or selected or to be located and select- 
ed under the provisions of “An act 
making appropriations for sundry civil 
expenses of the Government for the 
fiscal year ending June the thirtieth, 
eighjeen hundred and eighty-nine, and 
for other purposes,” and amendments 
thereto, shall be restricted to and shall 
contain only as much land as is neces- 
sary for the construction and maintain- 
ance of reservoirs; excluding as far 
as practicable lands accupied by actual 
settlers at the date of the location of 
said reservoirs and that the provisions 
of “An act making appropriations for 
sundry civil expenses of the Govern- 
ment for the fiscal year ending June 
thirtieth, eighteen hundred and nine- 
ty-one, and for other purposes,” which 
reads as jollows, viz: ‘‘no person who 
shall after the passage of this act enter 
on any of the public lands with a view 
to occupation, entry or settlement un- 
der any of the land laws shall be per- 
mitted to acdauire more than three hun- 
dred and t.unty acres in the aggregate 
under all said liws,”’ shall be construed 
to inclide in the maximum amount of 
lands the title to which is permitted to 
be aequired by ons person only agric- 
ultural lands and not include lands en- 
tered, or sought to be entered, under 
mineral laws.

file with the register a sworn statement 
of all charges and fees puid by such ap- 
plicant for publication and surveys, to- 
gether with all fees and money paid 
the register and receiver of the land 
office, which statement shall be trans- 
mitted, with the other papers in the 
case, to the commissioner of the Gener- 
al Land Office. 

91. Under this authority of law the 
following rates have been established 
as the maximum charges for newspaper 
publications in mining cases: 

(1) Where a daily newspaper is desi- 
gnated the charge shall not exceed sev- 
en dollars for eaen ten tines o space 
occupied, and where a weekly newspa- 
per is designated as the medium of 
publication, five dollars for the same 
will be allowed. Such charge will be 
accepted as full payment for such pub- 
lication in each ‘ssue of the paper for 
the entire period required by law.
